THE SAME OLD SONG 


+ It seems pretty well agreed by this time that everybody 
is willing to do something about the smudge. 

. Just how much of the willingness is merely lip service is 
another thing. 

. The citrus growers have proved that they want to do some- 
thing about the smoky problem by the cooperative plan of 
action with the city of Upland. 

Upland city officials have proved their willingness to help 
by giving the citrusmen an opportunity to ‘‘put their own 
housé in order’’ before turning to legislation. 

Ontario city officials, goaded into hasty action by an irate 
citizenry, have passed a strong ordinance regulating and ban- 
ning smudging. 

Everybody is in the act except the San Bernardino county 
board of supervisors. 

With adroitness matched only by Fred Astaire, the super- 
visors have managed to side step and whirl] out of every at- 
tempt to pin them down to action on smudge control. 

And they are the boys who have the solution, to the prob- 
lem right in their hands. 

Everyone is agreed that it is a county-wide problem and 
that county-wide control is the only answer. 

‘ The county board of supervisors is only too aware of this 
act. 

And they have known it for some time. 

Just one year ago this month, Everett Brown, veteran 
smudge battler, obtained 12,200 signatures on a petition asking 
the state for legislation to stop smudge. Surely, the board of 
supervisors knew about this display of public sentiment. 

At any rate, they knew about it a few months later in 
May, 1949, when a member of the board of supervisors said 
““it is my understanding that a proposal for an air pollution 
district is to be brought before us.’’ 

At that time Riverside county had already put up $5000 
to study county-wide smudge control. 

“ That was 10 months ago. 

In July, Governor Warren signed a bill which gave the 
San Bernardino county board of supervisors authority to set 
up a smog control district which could have controlled smudg- 
ing. 

The supervisors did nothing. 

That was six months ago. 

Since then the supervisors have continued to do nothing. 

‘Last week the board ‘‘acted’’ by announcing that a com- 
mittee would be formed to make an exhaustive study of the 
smudge problem. 

This is about the umpteenth survey to be made. 

But here is the real joker. 

The committee will make its report September 1. 

Just in time for nothing to be done this year. 

Just much ado about nothing.

COURT ORDER BALKS NATIONAL CIO 

SAN FRANCISCO (UP)—The San Francisco Superior Court yes- 
terday issued a temporary order restraining the national CIO from 
revoking the charter of the California state CIO council. The order, 
issued by Superior Judge William F. Traverso, also restrained the 
national union group from seizing the funds of the state council or 
“interefering with its activities.” The court set Feb. 6. for a hearing 
before Superior Judge Theresa Meikle on the state council’s plea for 
a permanent injunction.

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OMITH AGAIN 
VOTES “NO 


Ontario city council last 
night approved a contract with 
an aviation company for use 
of the Ontario International 
airport, The vote was four to 
one with Councilman Oregon 
Smith objecting. Mayor Roy 
D. Boles was authorized to 
sign the contract. 


The aviation company which 
was unnamed will erect hangars 
and locate a charter service and 
flying school at the field with the 
deeds to the buildings to go to 
the city. The buildings will be 
leased to the company for a period 
of 25 yeers and the land rented 
to them at $600 per year per 
acre. : 


INSURANCE CLAUSE 

Smith objection came from the 
insurance clause whereby the city 
would pay the insurance on the 
buildings at a cost of $371.50 per 
year. Smith felt that the actual 
income from rent would only be 
$200 per year if the city handled 
the insurance and also felt that 
the buildings would deteriorate 
Over a period of 25 years, which 
was not figured in establishing 
guaranteed revenue. 

Councilmen felt that this was 
not the best contract that could 
be drawn up, but thought that 
even if the city only broke even 
that the service would be an as- 
set to the field. Councilman Joe 
Aime said that it was a “gamble” 
both on the part of the city and 
of the aviation concern but said 
that it might be a move which 
will be followed by other activity 
at the airport. 


MORE PROFITABLE? 

“A more profitable contract 
might be drawn up,’ said Coun- 
cilman MacQuatters, “but we 
must realize that someone has 
to go on the airport and develop 
it. We would be better off with 
a private party,’ he added. 

Aside from the rent paid for 
the land and the deed to the build- 
ings, the city will get revenue 
from other sources. It will get 
five per cent of the gross business 
of the flying school, five percent 
of the gross business of the char- 
ter service, one percent per gal- 
lon from all gasoline sold, and a 
fixed rate for all “tie-down” of 
aircraft.

H-Bomb Project 


WASHINGTON (UP) — Plans 
for production of the hydrogen 
superbomb have gone so far that 
congressional leaders already have 
“inspected” atomic installations to 
see if the project is feasible, it 
was disclosed yesterday. 

President Truman still has not 
given the go-ahead signal but is 
expected to make a decision soon. 

Meanwhile, Chairman David E. 
Lilienthal of the Atomic Energy 
Coramission, said he is nct op- 
posed: “in principle’ to building 
the hydrogen bomb, but implied 
he believes the nation might in- 
vest its resources better elsewhere. 

Chairman Brien McMahon, D., 
Conn., of the Joint Congressional 
Attomic Energy Committee, re- 
vealed officially for the first time 
the pregress of secrecy-shrouded 
back-state debate on the H-bomb. 

He said in a prepared statement 
that the committee has been con- 
sidering “the matter of the hydro- 
gen bomb” for some time. He 
added: 

“Members of the committee 
have visited and inspected various 
atomic energy installations, in- 
cluding Los Alamos (N.M.), for 
the express purpose of inquiring 
into the details of the hydrogen 
bomb problem.”

A series of explosions caused 
by the igniting of alcohol fumes 
rocked the West End at 7:50 a. my, 
yesterday.

Wyllie had gone into the stor- 
age building to check some vats 
about 7:30, according to “Jesse 
Gonzales who was the last one 
to see Wyllie alive. He was re=- 
ported to be in the southwest 
area where the fire started. 

The remains of his body were 
not found until 10:45 a. m. yes- 
terday. Stays and steel rims of 
the collapsed vat delayed the dis- 
covery until that time.
